The index may be regarded as an approximate measure of changes in the volume of 
business transactions settled by cheques provided it is considered in conjunction with changes in 
price levels. It represents the ratio of each month’s clearings to the average for the month 
concerned during the five years 1926-1930. This average is represented by 100 each month. 
Seasonal fluctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in monthly index 
numbers have Leen smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is the index 
shown above for each monthis the average of the actual index of that month and the preceding 
two months.

(1) The index of employment is the ratio of number in employment (first column of Table 22) 
to estimated number of wage earners available for employment. The index of unemployment is the 
residue, but both indexes are derived by modifying the census ratios in accordance with subsequent 
changes. 


(2) ‘ Number in employment”? is virtually a direct record; ‘“‘ number of available wage earners *’ 
is an estimate derived by increasing the total of wage earners in employment (plus unemployed) at the 
Census of 1933 in ratio to the annual increase in persons aged 15 to 64 years. In order to increase the 
degree of precision in the index, adjustment has now been made in the number of available wage 
earners thus estimated to allow for (a) increase in the proportion of females who are wage earners 
(6) youths who—according to details recently made available—were without occupation but were not 
recorded in the wage-earning group at the Census of 1933. Adjustment for seasonal variations in 
employment is not made except in respect of casual retail employees in December. 


(3) At the census of 1933, 15,142 persons, or 1-8 per cent. of total dependent on employment, 
were unemployed by reason of illness, accident, etc., or voluntarily. These are excluded from the above 
indexes which relate to percentages of available wage earners employed and unemployeds 


(4) The percentages of unemployment shown above are approximations relating to all wage 
earners of both sexes. Separate estimates for males and femzles cannot be made from the data available. 
It is known, however, that there is relatively little unemployment among females; unemployment 
among males is probably between 1 per cent. and 1-5 per cent. greater than the ratio shown above for 
both sexes combined.
